Windows will automatically detect the new hardware. If setup is correctly carried 
out, you should find a "Removable Disk" shown in "My Computer". 
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2.3 Windows ME I Windows XP I Windows 2000 Installation 



For these three operating systems, NO Driver is required, because Windows has built-in 
driver that can support your device. Simply plug your device into the USB port and it will 
be recognised by the operating system. 



Once installation is completed, you will see a "Removable Disk" drive in My Computer. 
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2.4 Linux 2.4.0 + / Mac 8.6 + Installation 

Again, No Driver is required for these two operating systems. Simply plug the device into 
the USB port and the system will automatically finds it.

4. IMPORTANT NOTICES 

(i) Before unplugging the device from the USB port in Windows ME / Windows XP 
/ Windows 2000, make sure you go to the right hand bottom of the screen to stop 
the USB device. Otherwise, it may result in losing data that you have saved on 
the USB Disk Drive. 




(iii) NEVER re-partition the device in Windows 2000 environment!!! 

(iv) Before unplugging device from USB port, make sure that the LED light is off, 
just to make sure all process was completed, otherwise, it may result in data lost. 
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
